HONGKONG. AS. AIR

The report from Lisbon that 
the Portugticse Government has 
authorised Pan-American Air- 
ways to use Macao, ay the Far 
Eastern terminus of’ its proposed 
trans-Pacifie service suggests

Tt was in 
June last that a report gained 
currency. to the effect that 
Pan-American Airways had been 
compelled to abindon its original 
of making Canton the terminus, 
and it was further stated that 
the company would be willing to 
bring its service into Hongkong 
from Manila, provided it could 
here link up with the China 
National Aviation Corporation's 
service. What is more,-it was 
stated that C.N.A.C. officials 
were quite prepared to provide 
the link if granted landing rights 
in the Colony. In view of these 
reports, we strongly urged at the 
time that the Hongkong and 
Home Governments — should re- 
consider their policy in regard to 
granting landing rights — to 
Chinese planes, and we further 
pleaded «that in’ this matter 
Hongkong should throw itself 
open to regular aviation lines, 
irrespective of nationality, thus 
making the Colony a‘ free port 
for aviation, as it is for shipping. 
Prominent local individuals and 
interests warmly endorsed our 
plea, One of the points we made, 
in putting forward this proposal, 
was that if Hongkong did not 
seizo the opportunity of making 
itself the Far Enatern terminus 
of the American service, other 
centres would seck to secure the 
privilege.

M..Polltis, anys Reuter, has com- 
pletely vindicated Italy in the 
matter of that littl cinsh at 
Unlual. That is to say, he holda 
that the Ethiopian tribesmen thore 
were the aggressors. .T! ¢ finding 
of this neutral member of the Com- 
mission of Conciliation should, as 
European capitals. apparently ex- 
pect, case the tension at present 
extsting on the eve of the League 
Council meeting which will con- 
sider the rights and wrongs of 
Italy’a caso against Ethlopin. Yet 
we cannot but doubt that .the Con- 
ciliatora’ efforts’ will bo effectual. 
In the first place, tho naming of an 
aggressor in the Ualual affair 
means very, little, in. the circum- 
stances. The real {asue in respect 
of the Unlual brush, In which there 
were dend on both sides, Is that 
of possession, If Uslual fs inside 
Itallan territory, then Ethiopian 
uggreasion cannot be condoned.’ If, 
on the other hand, Untuat is out- 
aide the Italian zone of responst- 
billty the Ethfopian “aggression” 
ia unfortunately termed. It iy un- 
likely that the full report of M..

GUESS AT REACTION 


We are going to chance a. guesa 
reaction which. will follow 
this declaration of M. Politis. We 
nre scoing to suggest that it ig much 
too early for any optimtat to claim 
that the danger of ‘complications 
has passed, We do know that 
Ethiopia, according to the word of 
her Emptror, will do her best to 
make amends if the Lengue finds 
that her actions at Ualual, and sub- 
sequently, were unjustified. But 
that Ethiopia's amends will be 
‘satisfactory to Signor Mussolini wo 
very much: doubt. Even at the 
beginning. of this trouble Ethiopia 
agreed that Ftaly should be given 
control of her post office und: police, 
among other things, and that Italy’ 
should administer her communica- 
ona and transport. That. was not 
enough for Signor Mussolini, 
There is a possibility that, far from 
easing the tension already existing, 
M. Politis’ vindication may have 
the effect of stiffening the Roman 
back and making Signor Mussolini 
still more exacting in his demands. 
In fairness to Ethiopia it should be 
said that, thus. far, that. country 
has given the impression that it 
fa more willing to effect a com. 
promise, = At the moment it has 
only. two allernatives: to surrender 
or to fight.

Politis has altered the situation one 
jot. Nor can we see that the affair 
at Ualual is Justification for the 
invasion Italy is apparently plan- 
hing, no matter who was right and 
who was wrong ine that unfortunate 
attain, There is machinery for 
the settlement of ‘such disputes, 
and it should be used. An inva. 
sion .of the virtually’ defenceless 
Ethlopian Empire, and the com- 
plications it: will inevitably cause, 
camot easily be “vindicated,” no 
matter what the provocation, 


we entertain the hope that the 
Government, or ledding public 
men Interested in making Hong- 
kong a world airport, will with- 
out ‘further. delay take .the 
matter up and sea whether Pan- 
American Airways can be in- 
duced to bring Hongkong into 
Its scheme.

Last year two London gardeners 
wore given a fortnight’s holiday’ at 
full pay. They got so bored ofter 
three days that they begged to 
come back to their job. These'men 
are remarkable only os survivals 
of an attitude of mind which is 
rapidly disappearing. They are 
over 60, and with them will die the

to play, The heads of big indus- 
trial ‘concerns, ‘great stores, and 
othet organisations which .employ 
tens of thousand, of young people, 
will tell you that the rising genera- 
tion has Icarned how to get the 
most out of every moment of holl- 
day time. The new training in the 
use of Jeisure is already beginning 
to show resulta In the {ndustrial 
fe of the country. A young man 
who has collected data about. the 
holidays of some hundreds of his 
colleagues, girls and men, in a City 
engincering firm found on analysis 


that the type of holiday has a dis- 


tinct relation to work. The typists, 
whose job is acdentary, choose 
cycling, hiking or walking holidays. 
The “lravellers,” local and over- 
seas, show a marked preference for 
the remote country or seaside cot- 
tagt, with fishing ox the main ob- 
joctive, . 7 

‘The girls are more adventurous 
in their choice than the men, Most 
of the men, especially those over 
36, tend to yo yenr after year to 
the same place, often within ensy 
reach of London, us if they needed 
less of the “escape clement." The 
young women come back to thelr 
desks from the tropics and the land 
of the midnight sun. They: like to 
get “na far away from the job” as 
possible xo cas to acquire “a new 
angle on it." This is probably due 
to the fact that their work is more 
mechanical than the men's, The 
machine age haa bred a-passion for 
“excape” holidays. From inquiries 
nt travel burenux 1 find that only 
the women who are always on their 
feet, such as shop assistants, cinema 
and theatre attendants, waitresses, 
nurses and hair-dressers, choose the

| The room which was used as the 
experiment ward” Wax conipletely” 
cut off from the air of the main 
hospital, Washed air at a con- 
stant temperature of 70 degrees 
was constantly circulated through 
the room. A double-doored air- 
lock minimised the possibility of 
entrance of “unconditioned” air 
into the ward. : 
When all of a group had fost all 
tendency to sneezing or snivelling 
the villain cold germ was intro- 
duced Into the little medical drama. 


An outsider was ‘permitted to! 
enter the room-—-nn outsider 
with a bad cold. He played 
cards with the former cold vic- 
tims. He talked to them. He 
drank fron the sume glass. u# 
they. He ‘even sneezed in- 
discreetly now and then. 


The doctors sat back and wait- 
ed to sce what would happen.

In a report appearing in a recent 
ixsue of California and Western 
Medicine it was pointed out that 
in a aerics of Bb test cases on 
which other methods had failed, 
the Krueger antigen treatment 
brought “good results" in 31 or 62 
per cent. of the cases, “Fair re- 
sults’? were obtained in 13 or 26 
per cent, while “no improvement” 
was noted in only 6 or 12 per cent. 
of the cases, . . 


The report was said to be the 
more significant since it substan- 
tinted a similar experiment made 
by Dr. Forest C. Kracaw of 
Oakland under similar conditions. 


The University report was sub- 
mitted by Dr. M. N. Hosmer, who 
performed the experiment with un- 
denatured antigens produced by 
Profeassur Krueger. His conclu- 
sion was that the Krueger antigens 
may be expected to yield generally 
favourable results in the trent- 
ment.of certain types of chronic 
sinusitis. : 


Professor Krueger's antigens 
are prepared by grinding thou- 
sands of organisms responsible; 
for ainus infection in a rotating 
mill containing: poliahed atainless 
steel ball bearings.

June last that x report gained 
currency to the effect that 
Pan-American Airways had been 
compelled to, abandon its original 
of making Canton the terminus, 
and it was further stated that 
the company would be willing to 
bring its service into Hongkong 
from Manila, provided it could 
here“ link up ~with--the China 
National Aviation Corporation’s 
service. What is more, it was 
stated -that C.N.AC. . officials 
were quite prepared: to provide 
the link if granted landing rights 
in the Colony. In view of these 
reports, we strongly urged at the 
time that the Hongkong and 
Home Governments should .re- 
consider their policy in regard to 
granting landing rights — to 
Chinese planes, and we further 
pleaded that - in this matter 
Hongkong should | throw itself 
open to regular aviation lines, 
irrespective of nationality, thus 
making the Colony a free port 
for aviation, as it is for shipping. 
Prominent local individuals and 
interests warmly endorsed our 
plea. One of the points we made, 
in putting forward this proposal, 
was that if Hongkong. did not 
seize the opportunity of making: 
Itself the Far Eastern terminus 
of the American service, other 
centres would seck to secure the 
privilege.

The real issuc in reapect 
of the Ualual brush, in which there 
were dead on both sides, is that 
of posacssion. If Ualual is inside 
Italian territory, then’ Ethiopian 
aggression cannot be condoned.

We are going to chance.a guess 
at the reaction which will follow 
this declaration of M. Politis.

We do know that 
Ethiopia, according ‘to the word of 
her Emperor, will do her best to 
make amends if the League finds 
that her actions at Ualual, and sub- 
sequently, were unjustified, But 
that Ethiopia's amends will be 
satisfactory to Signot Mussolini we 
very much doubt.  Eyen_at the 
beginning of this trouble Ethtopia 
agreed that Italy should be given 
control of her post office and police, 
among other things, and that Italy 
should .administer her communica- 
tions and transport. . That was not 
enough for Signor Mussolini. 
There is a possibility that, far from. 
easing the tension already, existing, 
M. Politis’ vindication may have 
the effect of stiffening the Roman 
back and making Signor Mussolini 
stilt more exacting’ in his: demands. 
In fuirness to Ethfopin it should be 
said that, thus far, that country 
has given the impression that it 
is more willing to effect a com- 
promise, At the moment it has 
only two alternatives: to surrender 
or to fight.

HOW.DO YOU DO. 
ON HOLIDAYS? 


By LOUISE MORGAN 


Last year two London gardeners 
were given a fortnight’s holiday at 
full pay. They, got so bored after 
three days that. they begged to 
come back to their job, These men 
are remarkable only as survivals 
of an attitude of mind which is 
rapidly disappearing. They are 
over 60, and with them will die the 
generntion which did not know how 
to play. The hends of big indus- 
trlal concerns, great stores, and 
other organisations which employ 
tens of thousands of young people, 
will tell you that the rising gencra- 
tion has learned’ how. te get the 
most out of every moment of holl- 
day time. The new training in the 
use of leisure is already beginning 
to show results in the Industrial 
life of the country. A young man 
who has collected data about the 
holidays of some hundreds of his 
colleagues, girls and men, in a City 
engineering firm found on analysis 
that the type of holiday has a dis- 
tinct relation to work. The typists, 
whose job Is sedentary, choose 
cycling, hiking or walking holidays. 
The “travellers,” local nnd over- 
seas, show a marked preference for 
the remote country or seaside cat- 
tage, with fishing: aa the main ob- 


jective. 


The girls are more adventurous 
in their choice tht » the men. Most 
of the men, especially those over 
3h, tend to yo year after year to 
the same place, often within easy 
reach of London, as if they needed 
jeaa of the “escape element.” The 
young ‘women come back to their 
desks from the tropics and the land 
‘of tho midnight sun. They like to 
wet “us far away from the job” as 


possible so as to acquire “a new, 


angle on it.” This is probably due 


to the fact that their work is more | 


mechanical than the men’s. The 
machine age has bred a passion for 
“erxcape” holidays. From inquiries 
at travel Bureaux I find that only 
the women who are always on their 
feet, stich as shop assistants, cinema 
und theatre attendants, waitresses, 
mirses and hair-dressers, choose the 
“lazy” type of holiday ‘in great num- 
bers. Long idle hours of aun- 


bathing on a beach is their idea of | 


perfect ‘relaxation and change. 
Mannequins, 1 understand, are an 
exception, They spend their fort- 
night or three weeks queening it 
in the lounges and sun-parlours of 
big hotels at spas and seaside re- 
sorts. They have evidently no wish 
to excape thelr working environ- 
ment. The seaside holiday . ts 
prime favourite with manual work- 
ers in general, if they cannot afford 
a_ motorcar. Beach and car de- 
mand. the minimum of physical 
exertion,

Girl factory workers have a 
weakness for the more popular 
seaside resorts. Accoring to the 
welfare director in a London tobacco 
fnetory. four out of five 
of the girls have saved their 
pennies for a& “dancing” . and 
“parading” week on the Thames 
estuary.
